Two months shy of its third 
anniversary, the Frost Centre 
Institute north of Halls Lake will 
close down permanently because 
of overdue rent, 

Run by Al Aubry, a former 
IBM businessman, the institute 
took over the Frost Centre in 
June 2007 with the intention of 
capitalizing on the environment 
and arts to create a vibrant sum- 
mer camp, education system and 
year-round conference centre. 

But despite all efforts, Aubry 
couldn't stop the institute from

The very nature of the tour- 
ist is changing, says the chair 
of Haliburton County's tour- 
ism board, and the county and 
its businesses and accommoda- 
tors must change the way they 
promote themselves if they 
plan to continue to cash in on 
vacationers. 

Tourism board chair David 
Bishop, manager of Haliburton 
Forest, visited the county’s eco- 
nomic development committee 
during its April 14 meeting. 

While Bishop said the board, a 
collection of county accommo- 
dators and business operators, 
“at times had had some chal- 
lenges” in its dealings with the 
county, he emphasized the board 
tried its best to keep the county's 
economic development abreast 
of its activities. 

Dysart et al Reeve Murray 
Fearrey asked Bishop how he 
thought the county could do a 
better job of working with the 
board and how it could better 
promote itself. 

Bishop told Fearrey he 
thought there were ways the 
county could more efficiently 
spend its advertising dollars. 
“That's what we need to hear,” 
Fearrey responded. 

Advertising needs to be larger 


in scope and incorporate all as- 
pects of the county, Bishop said, 
stressing that it was important 
for county advertising to incor- 
porate the area’s unique attrac- 
tions in its promotional efforts. 

Smith agreed that the modern 
vacationing family is looking 
for more than just a motel with a 
pool or a shoreline. 

“Those days are gone,” he 
said. 

Rather, families want things 
to do and it’s important that 
Haliburton promote itself as an 
exciting and energetic place, 
Bishop said. 

He said the county should try 
to incorporate what he called 
the “fish philosophy” into its 
promotions. 

Bishop explained that the phi- 
losophy stemmed from a Seattle 
fish market where, just a decade 
or so ago, business had been dis- 
mally low. 

The vendors there knew they 
had to do something to reinvigo- 
rate the market’s appeal. 

“What they do is they throw 
fish,” Bishop said, explaining 
that when a customer orders a 
fish, a worker tosses it to another 
worker, who catches it in paper 
in which it’s wrapped. 

As news of this spectacle 
spread, customers began show- 
ing up to the market in hoards. 

“Their business has gone way

up,” Bishop said, 
He said the four guiding prin- 
ciples of the fish philosophy are 
that workers need to be happy in 
their jobs, completely concen- 
trated on their customers, must 
make their customers’ day and 
also choose a positive attitude. 
Bishop also said he was pleased 


to see that the province had put 
the county back together as a 
cohesive unit under is regional 
tourism organizations plan, but 
added the government’s one- 
time plan to include Algonquin 
Highlands with Muskoka rather 
than the rest of the county wasn’t 
going to affect the board’s uni- 


fied approach to marketing. 

“In my opinion, nothing 
changes in terms of what we're 
doing,” he said. 

There will be a town hall 
meeting to discuss the future 
of tourism in the county at the 
Haliburton Legion on May 12 
from 9:30 a.m, to noon. 


Pharmacist believes cutbacks will hurt small communities

Information regarding _pro- 
posed government cuts to 
Ontario pharmacies presented in 
the national media are incorrect 
or misleading, local pharmacist 
Peter Meraw says. 

New provincial legislation, if 
passed, will lower the price the 
province pays for generic drugs. 
The legislation aims at reducing 
the province’s $20 billion defi- 
cit and will likely come into ef- 
fect May 15 unless changes are 
made. 

According to Meraw, co-own- 
er of Minden Pharmasave, the 


information being publicized in 
the media regarding the prices 
for generic drugs in Ontario 
isn’t right. 

“What I’ve seen in the last few 
days from the province is that 
they’re talking and comparing 
pricing,” explains Meraw, “and 
that the pricing of pills is higher 
in Ontario then it is elsewhere. I 
think it’s important that point be 
clarified. The U.S. data that they 
are referencing is what a U.S. 
military veteran would pay, and 
their system is so different from 
ours. So what theyre showing 
you is the lowest possible price 
in a series of prices. It doesn’t 
allow for direct comparisons.”

The differences in com- 
parisons don’t end there, says 
Meraw. 

“They've also said there are 
more pharmacies per capita in 
Canada versus the United States. 
The reason for this is because 
our model focuses on a high- 
service model that allows for 
independent pharmacies to still 
make up 50 per cent of the over- 
all drugstores in our province. If 
you go to the U.S. you will see 
that their model is a low-service 
model.” 

That change in service style, 
say Meraw, will be detrimental 
to communities such as ours. 

“One important thing to clari- 


fy is that they’re doing this to re- 
duce the cost of generics,” says 
Meraw, “and we all agree that 
anything we can do to reduce 
the deficit is important. But it 
needs to be done in a way that’s 
manageable and sustainable and 
doesn’t hurt counties like ours 
where we are the lowest per 
capita earnings per household 
as well as the highest per capita 
percentage of seniors. 

“At the end of the day, this is 
about seniors, access to front- 
line health professionals, and 
small towns. We need to show 
this government that small town 
rural communities like ours 
matter.”

Algonquin Highlands 
mulls over auctions 


at airport

A longtime Minden auction- 
eer says he’d like to start hosting 
auctions at the Stanhope Airport 
on days when the airport hosts 
fly-ins, 

Norm Mills has operated the 
auction barn in Minden for the 
past 28 years and is a member of 
the airport committee. 

Mills visited — Algonquin 
Highlands councillors at their 
April 15 meeting and said he 
thought hosting auctions at the 
airport on fly-in days could help 
to increase the popularity of the 
events and promote the airport in 
general. 

“If it doesn’t work out, that’s 
fine,” said Mills, who is sell- 
ing his Minden business. “Easy 
come, easy go.” 

Mills said hosting auctions at 
the airport would require a few 
amenities, including electricity 
to operate the cash register and 
kitchen facilities. 

“People love to eat during auc- 
tions,” he said. 


Reeve Eleanor Harrison said 
that in order for Mills’s plan to 
proceed, the issue of proper in- 
surance would have to be sorted 
out. 

Mills said he knew he had $1 
million in liability, but could 
look at getting more. 

If the auctions were allowed to 
proceed, he said, the setup would 
be put up and taken down quick- 
ly, leaving no garbage behind. 

“T don’t run that kind of ship,” 
he told councillors. “You look 
at my house and you'll see what 
Tm talking about.” 

Algonquin Highlands 
administrative officer Juanita 
Dempster-Evans told council- 
lors she would like to see a staff 
report compiled and presented 
to council looking at the plan’s 
effect on the airport property, 
including whether it is allowed 
under zoning regulations and 
what the impact to the property's 
septic system would be. 

Mills and the township will be 
keeping in touch regarding the 
issue.

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Dorset featured in 


book on alligator boats

A new book from Toronto's 
Dundurn Press looks at Dorset, 
its Gilmour Tramway and the 
alligator tugboats that were used 
at the logging operation. 

Alligators of the North: 
The Story of West & Peachey 
Steam Warping Tugs examines 
the boats invented and built in 
Ontario’s Norfolk County and 
used in the logging industry 
throughout the late-18th and 
early-19th centuries. 

The book was co-authored by 
Harry Barrett and Clarence F. 
Coons, two men who never met 
each other. 

“T never knew him,” Barrett 
said of his co-author. 

As Barrett explained to the 
Times in a telephone interview 
from his Port Dover home, 
Coons had been working on 
the manuscript through a con- 
tract with the Canadian Forestry 
Association when he passed 
away in 2006. 

Barrett, who spent years work- 
ing as a high school teacher be- 


fore pioneering an agricultural 
program at London’s Fanshawe 
College, had recently written a 
book on the history of Norfolk 
County’s forestry station for the 
association, after the area was 
named the forestry capital of 
Canada. 

He was asked 
Coons’s book. 

“The first and last alliga- 
tor boats were built here in 
Simcoe,” said Barrett, now 88. 

Not only was Barrett con- 
nected to the place where the 
boats were built, but he was also 
connected to one of the places 
where the boats were used. 

Here in Haliburton County. 

Barrett’s mother was born in 
Haliburton and he’s been mak- 
ing trips up here all his life. 

“They tell me my first trip 
was on the train at two years 
old,” he said. “But I don’t really 
remember.” 

As he nears 90, it was obvi- 
ous Barrett’s wit is still totally 
intact. 

Barrett returned to Haliburton 
many times to visit family, hon- 
eymooned here and made his 


to finish 
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last trip just two years ago. 

So, for a few years, Barrett 
worked away, researching, 
writing and finding pictures for 
a book he hadn’t started but was 
his to finish. 

The cover depicts a Tom 
Thompson oil painting of an 
alligator boat. Barrett said he 
knew that Thompson had been 
fascinated by alligator boats 
and had done a few paintings of 
them. 

While still working on the 
book, he'd attended an alumni 
event in Guelph and there, he 
said, in a corner on display were 
two Thompson paintings de- 
picting the vessels. 

“Tt was meant to be,” he said, 
explaining he had taken the ser- 
endipitous occasion to seek per- 
mission to use the paintings for 
the book.

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Walk for Lions Camp 
in its third year

In May, for the third year in a row, 
Sherry Welsh will walk for a month 
straight to raise money for Lions 
Camp Dorset. 

The camp is a centre for kidney di- 
alysis patients and provides a setting 
where patients can enjoy a summer 
retreat with their families while re- 
ceiving treatment. 

Welsh’s sister, Karen, ended up 
with kidney failure when she was just 
15 and her sickness would eventually 
claim her life. 

“We were very, very close,” Welsh 
said of her late sister, explaining that 
they were maids of honour in each 
other’s weddings. 

Tt was actually while Welsh was 
away on her honeymoon that her sis- 
ter succumbed to her illness. 

“After that, I felt really bad for not 
being there,” Welsh said. 

Her sister had received treatment at 
the camp in Dorset and had always 
enjoyed her time there. 

“She always talked about this 
camp,” Welsh said. “So I got right on 
board.” 

And so, Karen’s Quest was born. 

On her first walk in 2008, Welsh

walked from Port Rowan, near her 
Brantford-area home, to the camp. 

The 640-kilometre trek took her 
just over a month and she raised more 
than $45,000. 

In 2009, she again set out from Port 
Rowan and walked to Tobermory, 
where her family had once had a cot- 
tage, over a month-long period. 

That walk brought in less money, 
because of the recession, Welsh 
guessed, but she still raised about 
$25,000, putting the total she’s raised 
for the camp at more than $70,000. 

This year, Welsh will set out from 
the camp on May | and walk to 
Ottawa over a 37-day period. 

That means she must travel an av- 
erage of 17 kilometres a day. 

But she doesn’t just walk a straight 
line. She’s constantly picking up 
empty bottles from the roadsides 
as she goes, zigzagging through 
ditches. 

“The one peeve [Karen] had was 
garbage on the side of the road,” 
Welsh explained. 

She turns in the bottles she collects 
and said that money helps for food 
and accommodations for her and her 
pace car. 

As she passes through communi- 
ties, people will often join Welsh,

sometimes walking by her side for 
days. 

“ve met a lot of people,” she 
said. 

Welsh by no means considers her- 
self an athlete and since she spends 
most of her time working on the farm 
she owns with her husband, doesn’t 
really have time for any kind of rain- 
ing regimen. 

Rather, when the spring comes 
around, she just goes. 

“IT think angels are pushing me,” 
she said. “Something is.” 

Welsh said she thoroughly enjoys 
the walks and that when they're over, 
even gets a little depressed. 

She said if she ever gets tired, she 
simply thinks of her sister. 

“My sister went through so much 
pain you can’t imagine,” she said. 

Welsh said the camp is especially 
in need of money this year, as it re- 
quires a number of new dialysis ma- 
chines, which can cost up to $25,000 
each.

While the county has now been unified under the program 
thanks to pressure put on the province by area residents, the 
debacle seems to have left some questions in its wake. 

If the province was willing to split the county up, does that 
mean the county isn’t doing a good enough job promoting 
itself or carving out a unique identity? 

Some people think so.

Doesn’t seem like a bad idea. Why not emphasize the things that set the county 
apart from other tourist destinations? 

Bishop and county economic development director Bob Smith seemed to agree that 
modern families are activity-oriented and will not pick a vacation destination simply 
for beautiful scenery and shoreline. 

‘And they’re probably right. 

In an era where anyone can have instant gratification when it comes to 
entertainment with the push of a button, it seems a lot of people have lost the 
attention span or the desire to simply sit and absorb the serenity of nature. 

However, it is Haliburton’s natural landscape — its rocks and forest and lakes - that 
has always attracted people to this area, and it will remain so. 

While it makes sense to incorporate the county’s unique attractions more noticeably 
into its promotional campaigns, we're never going to create anything better than 
what's already here. 

‘And this shouldn’t be forgotten if the county is going to try to start promoting itself 
as a more “happening” place. 

‘Advertising Haliburton without mentioning its landscape is like going to the Air 
Canada Centre during a Leafs’ game to buy French fries. 

You're missing the main attraction.

Marina clarifies things for 
worried neighbours 


To the Editor, 


Tam writing to follow up to last week’s 
Minden Times article entitled “Marina 
neighbours worried about wells.” 
Whether I was misquoted or whether I 
misspoke, there are two quotes attrib- 
uted to me that I wish to clarify. 

First, I do not believe I said “there 
would be very little spillage of gas and 
oil” as the article states. Rather, I said 
there would be very little chance of 
spillage of gas and oil, which is mark- 
edly different! We do not expect to ever 
see any gas or oil spill issues related to 
this winter storage project. I did go on to 
explain to the reporter that the incidence 
of spills at a Clean Marine certified ma- 
rina in Ontario is extremely low, which 
he did report. I wish to be very clear, 
however, that I do not believe there will 
be any spills of any nature on the prop- 
erty we are rezoning. 

Second, our hours of operation were 


incorrectly reported. The marina is a 
seven-day-a-week operation at the mari- 
na. I was trying to explain to the reporter 
that, with respect to concerns about traf- 
fic and noise, activity with this storage 
facility will take place Monday through 
Friday, during the spring and fall off 
seasons, when there are very few people 
in the neighbourhood. We do not expect 
the building to be accessed very much 
on the weekends, or during the summer 
or winter months.

only our own documentation for all to 
see, but have included any documenta- 
tion that has been forwarded to us from 
the few neighbours who appear to be op- 
posing our rezoning efforts.

Small town pharmacies at the risk 


To the Editor, 


Community pharmacists are front-line 
health-care providers, particularly in our 
remote rural area, With the shortage of 
the doctors in the area, often the small 
town pharmacist provides valuable 
health-care services that keep patients 
‘out of emergency rooms. 

Patients with chronic illnesses such 
as diabetes, heart dis blood pres- 
sure issues and arthritis regularly come 
to us for advice on how to manage their 
medications and other health issues. 
Community pharmacists keep these pa- 
tients out of the hospital. 

The massive health-care funding cuts 
announced last week by the McGuinty 
government will limit or eliminate the 
care pharmacists now provide to their 
patients. The impact of these cuts will be 
devastating for the remote rural pharma- 


cies where the small town pharmacist is 
often the only health-care professional 
within many kilometers. These cuts will 
have a direct and severe impact on small 
independent pharmacies that deliver 
one-on-one health care to their patients. 

The funding cuts will force small town 
pharmacies to reduce hours, lay off staff 
‘or close down alltogether. In a remote 
area like ours it would be devastating for 
seniors and patients that cannot drive. 
Many of these vulnerable patients will 
not get their prescriptions filled on time 
or not filled. Eventually they will end up 
in the hospitals emergency rooms, which 
will cost the government more. 

In the last five years, we have proud- 
ly served our patients at Kinmount 
Pharmacy. We are proud of the service 
that we provide to our patients. Last year

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A turkey 
hunting primer 


There’s something about turkey 
hunting that gets in your blood. T 
think this is because 95 per cent 
of turkey hunting is simply sitting 
silently in the woods, observing 
nature, 

While waiting on gobblers, I've 
watched bears, moose, deer, brush 
wolves and all manner of birds, ro- 
dents and small game. I’ve had hen 
turkeys (which, unless bearded, are 
illegal to shoot) peck at the eyelets of 
my boots as I sat stone still and cam- 
ouflaged. I've watched wildflow- 
ers emerge into full bloom, found 
morels and learned to recognize a 
few bird songs. Most turkey hunters 
have had similar experiences. 


A difficult bird? 


It's often been said that wild tur- 
keys are among the most difficult 
North American game to hunt. [ 
would say most frustrating is more 
accurate. 

Tom and jakes (the older and 
young males) can be ridiculously 
easy to lure in one day and almost 
impossible the next. That's because 
the spring hunting season coincides 
with their breeding season and 
they’ve got hens on the brain. If a 
tom or jake is alone, they’ll some- 
times forgive your worst hen calls 
and come running. If they've already 
collected a harem, however, they'll 
ignore your best efforts - they’ve 
already got what you're pretending 
to offer. 

A turkey’s vision is incredibly 
acute too. Constantly on the look- 
out for predators, they'll typically 
approach with great caution and run 
off at the first sign that something's 
wrong. 


Sit still and call as 
required 
This is why a turkey hunter's 
greatest skill is sitting still. Wear 
good camo, including facemasks and 
gloves, but above all sit completely 


still when a bird is in sight; if you 
can see its eyes, it will see you the 


minute you move. The more birds 
around you, the greater the chance 
of being detected. 

Bringing them within gun or bow 
range usually requires good calling. 
And decoys give approaching birds 
something to focus on when theyre 
investigating those hen sounds you 
made, Sometimes, a bird will see the 
decoy and approach solely because 
of this. Most times it’s your call- 
ing that will make or break the deal, 
however. 

You don’t need to be an expert 
caller. You just need to let the bird’s 
actions dictate how you call. If it’s 
near, stop altogether or tone it down 
and call sparingly — otherwise it will 
pinpoint your location. If that gob- 
bler is sounding off in the distance, 
however, call louder and get its at- 
tention. If all goes well, the next time 
it sounds off, it will be closer. Don’t 
call constantly either. Remember, 
as that turkey nears, it’s searching 
for the source of the calling. Make 
it hunt until it gets within effective 
range. 

Every hunter has a favourite tur- 
key call and they all work well if 
you know how to use them. That’s 
key — being proficient at one or two 
hen sounds is better than being aw- 
ful at several. Learn basic yelps and 
clucks and you'll be in the game. 

It’s also important to know your 
gun’s effective range with the turkey 
load you’re using. With mine, its 35 
yards — beyond that, the shot pattern 
is too sparse. When bow hunting, if 
you can’t arrow an orange-sized tar- 
get, you're beyond effective range. 

When using a shotgun, shoot for 
the gobbler’s head or neck; with 
a bow, shoot for the body. These 
placements will result in quick kills 
and little or no wasted meat. 

April 26 marks the opening day of 
wild turkey season here in Ontario. 
Tt ends on May 31. Between those 
two dates, many hunters will be frus- 
trated and fooled — and some will be 
successful. But almost everyone will 
learn a little more about the ways of 
this great game bird.

The Haliburton Highlands 
Outdoors Association and the 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
are once again, in the process 
of stocking lakes in Haliburton 
County with game fish. 

This partnership that has been 
in place for the last 10 years is 
largely responsible for the fine 
quality of fishing enjoyed in 
the Highlands. 

Stocked lakes divert angling 
pressure from lakes with natu- 
ral fish reproduction and pro- 
vide anglers with additional 
exciting fishing opportunities. 

“This has been a really suc- 
cessful year so far in terms of 
raising fish. Their survival rates 
have been high,” HHOA hatch- 
ery manager Rex Henry says, 

This year, he says, the HHOA 


will be stocking about 15 lakes 
with approximately 21,000 
lake trout that have been raised 
in the hatchery for the last 18 
months. 

At release, they're five to six 
inches in length. Additionally, 
somewhere around 24,000 
hatchery-raised rainbow trout 
will be placed in seven lakes 
throughout the county. 

Walleye eggs were also col- 
lected in mid-April out of Head 
Lake, despite a strange spring 
and slow start on spawning ac- 
tivities, Henry says. 

Now, they'll be incubated 
and grown and, if all goes well, 
approximately 25,000 of these 
popular game fish will be re- 
leased in local lakes. 

Additionally, the Ministry of 


Stocking Haliburton County 
lakes helps replenish populations 


Natural Resources will be re- 
leasing brook trout into a num- 
ber of local waters. 

A boat or stocking truck is 
used to release fish in acces- 
sible lakes. 

An MNR helicopter will 
be used to stock more remote 
waters. 

Henry says approximately 45 
HHOA volunteers contribute 
time and expertise to the project 
and to running the hatchery year 
round. “Of course, we could al- 
ways use more volunteers and 
would welcome anyone who is 
interested in participating.”

losing money. 
“Like any new business 
in an interview. 
“Tt was brutally difficult to find capital investments.” 
Over the past three years, the institute bled money 
through the winter months, unable to get the numbers 
needed to stay afloat. In a public report released in 
November, Aubry wrote: “The one goal that continues 
to elude us is the all-important goal of making the Frost 
Centre Institute economically self-sufficient. Like many 
businesses and governments these days, we are operating 
at a deficit and we are accumulating some debt. The rea- 
son is that our activity levels drop off dramatically in the 
period from November to April, just at the time when the 
operating costs are at their highest levels.” 
The provincial government, which owns the Frost 
Centre, was at first lenient with the institute, MPP Rick 
Johnson said, but eventually it had to make a decision. 
“The bottom line is they’re facing some incredible fi- 
nancial challenges. The province has gone above and be- 
yond trying to them with this through not collecting 


. it was tough,” Aubry said 


rent I think since the first payment and it just got to a 
point where he’s not going to get out of that,” he said. 


The Frost Centre Institute hasn't paid rent on the build- 
ing since its first installment nearly three years ago, he 
said. 

Johnson wouldn't disclose how much money was lost 
on the venture, but called it “significant.” 

“We've really gone above and beyond to help them out 
and make it work. If it had been viable, if we could see a 


point at some point where they'd have a chance to repay 
the money that hadn’t been collected, but it got to the 
point where it didn’t seem that it was an option,” he said. 
Aubry had proposed a few scenarios to the Ministry of 
Energy and Infrastructure hoping to break even, but by 
that point they weren't biting, he said. 

“We reduced the loss by 60 per cent ... 
break even in 18 months,” he said. 

He asked that the centre close down in the winter 
months, but found the government unwilling to take over 
the building in the downtime. 

Finally, he developed an idea to launch the Frost 
Environmental College to keep the place sustainable 
year round, but needed large capital investment, which 
couldn’t be found. 

The government's plan now is to take over the build- 
ing, keep it up to standard and look for a new tenant or 
r. “It’s unfortunate. I think [Aubry] had some good 

s,” Johnson said, “Whether the economy or just what- 
ever undercut his operation is unfortunate, but it’s a great 
facility and I know the government, we believe it’s got a 
lot of history in the area. So the intent is to find someone 
else to come in and operate it.” 

The government will be requesting proposals for the 
Frost Centre in the coming months. 

Aubry, meanwhile, is planning to spend time with his 
six grandkids and do some woodworking. 

“T feel extremely privileged to have the opportunity to 
work on a project that gave thousands of kids a learning 
experience they wouldn’t have had otherwise,” he said. 

The Frost Centre Institute will close at the end of the 
month.

then be used to create a municipal cultural plan for 
Minden Hills. Once refined, this model will be shared 
with Dysart, Highlands East and Algonquin Highlands.
